Some incon- 
venience would have resulted from the loss of 
ihe paper, but the government would have 
jost nothing of value, nor would the assumed 
thief have been the gainer. The comptroller 
will investigate the matter as thoroughly as 
porsibie. 
THE CHOLERA INOCULATION THBORY. 

John W. Foster, United States minister 
to Spain, has transmitted to 
ihe state department a report 
madeto him by E. De La Granja, physician, 
of Boston, on the ‘‘Chelera in Spain,” and the 
pretended prophylactic anti-choleric inocula- 
tions of Dr. Ferran.

TRB COLORED CHEROKGSBS. 


J. Milton Turner Keturns from His Trip 
Among the Indians 

Er. Louis, July 21.—J. Milton Turner, ex- 
United States minister to Liberia, anda man 
of note amongthe colored people of this sec- 
tion, has returned from Indian territory, 
where he went by invitation to meet the Dawes 
senatorial committee in behalf of the Che- 
rokeefreedmen. Hestatesthatthe committee 
met at Vincoter,and examined a large num- 
ber of witnesses as to the claim of 7,000 freed- 
men of the Cherokees, who had been debarred 
irom receiving their share of tne $300,000 
paid the Cherokee nation by the government 
tor the land ceded to it by the Indians. The 
money was witbheld from the freedmen on the 
ground that they are not of Cherokee 
ood. iurner’s argument before the 
committee was that .under the _ tréaty 
of 1866 the freedmen have all the 
rights of native born Cherokees, and he says 
the committee, after making a thorough ex- 
emination of the whole question, will report 
fo congress next winter, recommending that 
these freedmen thal] be paid their prorata of 
the $500,000, which amounts to $118,000. The 
femme condition of things exists in the Choctaw 
nation, kxud the same action will probably 
be taken in thet case. 

Turner also succeeded in getting an allow- 
ance of forty acres of land to each of the four 
thonsand oi the Choctaw freedmen, and all 
the rights of citizens. These negroes will vote 
for the frst time at the election for officers o! 
the nation, which takes place next month.

GRANT IN AGONY. 


A TCUGH DAY FOR THE DYING 
GENERAL 


Heo Pesstsa Day of Extreme Weaknors and Gives 
Evidence of His Utter Debility—Marrowing 
Secnes in the Sick Man’s Room— 
Waiting for the ‘End, Bitc,. Bre. 


Mocxt MoGreeor, July 21.—General Grant 
appears to be sinking. He slept soundly for 
eight hours last night, and seemed bright this 
morning, but later inthe day he showed the 
effects of yesterday and today’s excessive 
heat. 

Doctor Douglas administered a potion of 
morphine, which General Grant believed to 
contain three minims of the drug. Asa fact, 
that quantity was not administered, but a 
_ portion diluted in the usual three drops 
of liquid was injected into the general’s arm. 

THE QUIET OF APPROACHING DEATH. 

Then the sick man grew quieter and seemed 
to sleep, and then it was thet the physician 
left the cottage and reported his patient weak. 
The quietude, however, was not protracted. 
It bas since been made known that the gen: 
eral was attacked this'atternoon with a hic- 
cough, and this disturbing and rapidly weak- 
ening, a8 well a8 significant factor,was present 
in the afternoon, with added 
frequency. The sleep which followed the giv- 
ing of morphine, as stated, was followed by, 
renewed hiccoughing. Attempts were mada 
Bs the aiterpoon was waning to give the gen- 
eral food. He joined in the endeaver, but the 
quantity retained was small. When the cur- 
rent of the goblet full of liquid was passing 
the general’s throat, its own weight distended 
the throat, snd the food passed down, but 
when the last few mouthfuls were being drain- 
ed from the glass, the weight and fullness of 
the liquid was pot sufficient to distarb the 
perte, and they closed becausethe muscular 
power ofthe throat was insufficient to keep 
open the passage. The result was a 
season of choaking and coughing 
with the ejection of a portion of the liquid at 
the close of each attempt to administer food. 
The condition of the patient may be appre- 
ciated when it is known that within perhaps 
fifteen minutes after the attempt to administer 
nourishiuent to him the general would sud- 
deply look, with a momentary expression of 
bewilderment, and inquire of his attendant: 
“Where are you going? Give m& that food.” 
Halfan hour might elapse and again the sick 
men would glance up, a6 though 
having forgotten something he would 
have rememembered, and ejaculate 
the question: “When are you going to give 

me the food*you spoke -of?” And when told 
that he had just received food, but that more 
would be given if desired, tne general would 
sgein fallintoa half unconsious dz, aad 
mutterd: ‘Never mind, never mind,” 

HOURS OF INTENSE SUFFERING. 

The afternoon was sultry and almosé breath- 
lees, with the thermometer registering as high 
as e'ghdy-five degrees. There were no re- 
viving elements in the atmosphere, and the 
sun went down after a day of stifling discom- 
fort, even to persons in good 
health. The general remained in his 
room and was. not dressed during 
the day. He did not move except to rise when 
tho pillows, kept constantly beneath him to 
prevent bed sores, were beaten up and aired. 
Several times he walked feebly to the cotin 
the sick-room while his resting place was be- 
ing thus aired and freshened..Sea tue afiof- 
noon wore on, and at six o'clock Dr. Douglas 
came to the hotel to dinner. The Grant family 
werethen dining. Rev. Dr. Newman came 
up tho mountain on the train arriving at 6:15 
p.m. He joined the general’s family at their 
table, and there Dr. Douglas reported 
the general's condition. He said 
the patient Was in a critical condition, and he 
would hazard no prediction of the futare, not 
eyen of the night. 

THE NIGHT OF GLOOM, 

The dinner concluded, Dr. Newman and 
Dr. Douglas returned to the cottage. A light 
breeze had sprung up with the going down of 
the sun, and the hope was expressed that the 
cooling air of the evening might revive the 
vatient. Colonel fred Grant had 
een at the cottage but a 
little while after his return from dinner,whea 
he was said to have expressed the belief that 
his father would not survive the night. The 
servants, as well asthe family were conscious 
thatthe critical season was near, and sus- 
pense and ill expressed auxiety 
prevailed in and about the cottage. The criti- 
cal conditiou of the patient was not generally 
known at the hotel, and merry groups of 
guests were scattered aboutthe piazzas. Twi- 
light settled down on the mountain, and the 
electric lights flashed up avout the hotel 
giounds, and in the cottage. Colonel Graut 
geve orders that all manuscripts and literary 
effects at the cottage office should be at once 
packed up made safe, 8 no 
more work on the general’s me- 
moirs would probably be done there. 
Mrs. Grant, Mrs. Sartoris, Mr. Jesse Grant 
snd wife, and Colonel Grant’s wife were 
sitting in the piazza, or walking inend oat 
of the cottage. The twilight was deepen- 
ing into dusk when hurried movements were 
observed within the cottage. The servants 
fiiited from room to room, and Colonel Fred 
Grant moved nervously about. Dr. Douglass 
was with the patient and family at aiternate 
intervals, and some event seemed imminent. 
Henry, the nurse, was seen to wheelone ol 
the general’s large chairs from the sick room 
to the cottage parlor, : 

At 10 p. m. Dr. Douglass said there is 2 
slight rally, and says he has known patients 
in the present condition of General Grant to 
turvive two days. 

Dr. Dougles and Colonel Fred Grant soon 
supported the sick man from his apartment, 
and setiled himinthe great chair that the 
nurse had cushioned with pillows. The gen: 
eral’s face was turned toward the cottage door, 
through whieh, if he noted the surroundings, 
he could have seen the brilliantly lighted 
hotel as a vista through the native pine trees 
that stood up dark and whispering with the 
evening breezeon theslope above the cot- 
tege. - 

Mrs. Grant, the faithful wife, then took her 
place beside her husband, and 
tenned him almost incessantly. 
Dr. Douglas, when questioned, said the gen- 
eral hed been brought into the parlor so that 
he might be benefitted by the freer air; Dut, 
though the sick man was eoherent when he 
epoke in whispers, he spoke but little and was 
sinking surely. The members of the family 

essed through the room and gathered at the 
doors and windows, then were seated in the 
piezza, but for short periods, and then passed 
from room te room. Dusk bad given way to 
darkness, the general seeming to take 
little note of occurrences sbout him, still sat 

with bis face.to the door, while the nurse and 

Mrs Grant waved fans before his face. The 
critical moments were passing. U.5 (raat, 
Jr., was summoned by wire, and all felt that 
the end might at any moment occur. Mrs. 
Grept whispered to Dr. Newman shortly be- 
fore @ o’cock, and asked him to offer typ oe 
The clergyman knelt beside the eos, o 
offered prayer, while the family and physi- 
oiens stood about with bowed heads. it was

THE RUMORED RANSOM FOR GEN- 
BRAL GORDON. 


The Story Told by Secretary Bourke—Why Ear! 
Granville Refused to Pay the Price — The 
Munster Bank Affair—Oliver Pain 
Believed te be Living—Other News 


Loxpox, July 21.—Robert Bourke, under 
foreign secretary, answering inquiries in the 
house of commons this afternoon, said that 
during Mey, 1884, M. Batling had offered 
Lord Lyons, British ambassador at Paris, to 
obtain the ransom of General Gordon from El! 
Mahdi forthe sum of $250,000. Lord Lyons 
forwarded the offer without comment to Earl 
Granville, then British minister for foreign 


affairs. The first condition of offer was that 
its aceepancy should be accompanied by the 
payment of $10,000 down. Earl Gran- 
ville, after consultation with the 
other members of the late government, im- 
structed Lord Lyons that for various reasons 
be must decline the offer. 

Sir Michael Hicks Beach, chancellor of the 
exchequer, in reply to Mr. Parnell, said that 
the bank of Ireland had entailed upon it ex- 
ceptional duties, but there was reason to be- 
lieve that ite directors were ready to lend such 
essistance to the Munster bank as might be 
found consistent with the bank of Ireland. 

Bir Charles Dilke, in a speech at Chaswick 
tcday, said he could not regret the prevalence 
of democratic tory influence, but deplored the 
menner in which Sir Stafford Northcote had 
been hustled from the leadership in the 
bouse of commons. here were 
iwo voices in the conservative 
party respecting Irish policy. He thought 
the conservatives wuuld be unable to face the 
results of conceding local government. The 
liberal policy was to concede such measures as 
were consistent with the safety of the empire. 

In the house of lords today, the land pur- 
chase bill passed the committee stage without 
amendment. Thesecretary for Scotiand bill 
was read a third time. 

The house of commons rejected, by a vote 
of 226 to 22, the amendment by Mr. Court- 
ney (liberal), in favor of withholding the 
franchite from those accepting pauper medi- 
cal relief. 

A number of tory members ot the house of 
commons have united in a protest to Lord 
Salisbury against the recent concession to the 
Parnellites.

The Cholera in Spain. 

Maprip July 21.—In Spain yesterday there 
were 2,417 new cases of cholera and 952 deaths. 
These included nineteen new cases and thir- 
teen deaths in Madrid. The disease has bro- 
ken out in Guadulajara, Burgos and Almeria. 

Dr. Ferran makes the assertion that the inocu: 
lated do not bave any immunity from cholera 
until five days after inoculation, but does not 
know for how many days aiter that they are pro: 
tected. To say the least, these statements are 
unseientific and empiric, as well as the doings of 
Ferran, and are to be taken for what they 
are worth.

Nevertheless 
the inoculated do not appear to acquire much im 
munity, because they are.attacked by the cholera 
aud die jike those not inoculated. Had Dr. 
Ferran been corect In his theories, and ia the 
supposition that microbia is the cause of cholera, 
i @@ not know whether humanity would have 
been benefited or dameged by his pretended 
prophylactic discovery. Ii every inocalated per- 
son bec suffered from experimental or attenuated 
cholera end the diarrhea consequent to i 
bed en Joaded with microbes, each inoculated 
peron would have been a sourca of infection for 
the rest of mankiud. Under these circumstances, 
l think that the secretary of the interior deserves 
great praise for forbidding inoculation. Itis my 
opinion that Ferran’s propbylactics of cholera 
will tees sbort livea and will fail isto as much 
discredit ag the treatment of cancer by the use of 
cone urango, discovered some years ago by one ol 
ourown physicians, — ;

The ttory of the Incideat Nerrated by xa 
Bye Wituess. 

San Francisco, July 21.—Some.of the craw 
ofthe Pacific mail a City. of Tokio, 
arrived bére on the Arabic from China, and ~ 
give the first full account of the wreck of the 
Tekio, near Yokoham:. Their story of the 
disaster is as follows: - 

About 7 o’elock in the evening of June 23, 
the light of Cape King, on the Japanese coast, 
was righted. A thick fog then settled down, 
end hardly a ripple ruffled the surface of the 
water. The Tokio, after sighting the light, 
made up the narrows for Yokohama. It was 
im possible to distinguish the land marks along 
the ehore, and there are no fog hora 
etetions to guide the mariners. Commodore 
Maury was on the bridge peering into the fog 
avd darkness. The first, third and fourth 
officers were alsoon deck. Under these cir- 
cumstances the Tokio was making way up 
the channel for Yokohama. The ship kepton 
her course steadily until midnight,aad was 
eupposed to be in the channel. Suddenly the 
men on the lookout and the commodore on the 
bridge felt the vessel siiding easily and nois- 
lesely on a shelving rock. In an instant the 
prow had plowed into the bluff. The trees on 
the banks stretched their limbs over the rail 
ofthe Tokio. The fog was still thick, butths 
sea was elill as a mill pond. 

The vesse) rested quietly on her bed o 
rocks. No one on boerd was frightened or 
aroused by any violent shock. The engines 
were at once reversed, and all the strength of 
the machinery exerted to back her off, but 
the Tckio held fast. The tide went out, 
morping came, and the ship was still on the 
rocks. As the tide went down, the whole 
weight of the vessel, which was estimated at 
about 6,000 tons,rested on the keel, Uader 
this burden her sides began to sag. It was 
decided to at once jettison a partofher cargo 
to relieve the frame of the vessel. A largo 
quantity of flour was throwa overboard, and 
the sea was white for miles. In the afternoon 
of Wednesday,June 24,a launch came off from 
Yokohama, and took the passengers aboad, 
among them Minister Hubbard. They were 
teken off safely. It was found that the rock 
bad punctured the forward compartment, and 
it wes decided to builda coffer dam around 
the damaged ship, water boing let into the 
after part of the steamer to keep her steady 
This, however proved uagucesesful 
The hope 0! getting the Toxo 
of! waning, Commodore Maary 
set fo work tosave as much of the cargo es 
possible. The cargoes for Yokohama and 
Sbapghai were raved. The Hong Kong mor- 
cheandise was lost. July 2, about four o’clock 
in the afternoon, the barometer sudienly fe'l. 
Commedore Maury ordered the crew ot tho 
ship ashore. Hardly had the ship’s company 
got on land when the terrible typhoon came 
up. The violent wind shook the masts of the 
vessel, and, as they hea'y 

bac and forth they 
rattled the plates of the ship,losening the bolts 
and shattering the framework of the ball. 
Finally a succession of terrible seas dashed 
over and washed the Tokio out of sight. The 
officers and crew then proceeded to Yoko- 
hema.

Macon, Ga., July 21 —[Special.]}—The exposure 
in yesterday's ComstiTroTion of the negro gambling 
dens in this city provoked the ire of the proprie- 
tors of the places, and caused the better element 
among the colored people to take a decided stand 
against the continuation of the nefarious prac- 
tices that go on{in the dens. 

Said a well known colored man to THE Const!- 
TUTION’® correspondent this morning: “Every- 
thing in that exposure was true. The only trouble 
about it is that all the truth was nottold. Those 
Fourth street dens are terrible places, and there’s 
potarespectable colored man in this city but 
that would be glad to see them wiped off the 
face of the earth. Our boys are enticed into 
them and ruined, and crimiaals are made ont 
of men that might otherwise be good citizens.’’ 

A porter in one of the largest wholesale houses 
in the city told thecorrespondent that he had lost 
mneny adollarin the dens; but that he intended 
never to gc into one of them again. 

“I get fifty dollars a month,’ he said, “paid 
twelve dollars and a half weekly. I've Jost most 
of my wages in one of those places every Saturday 
bight for months, but 1’'m dove with them here- 
titer. Thatskin game isa terror. Acrowd gets 
around a table and one card is dealt to 
each player. The betting is thea begun.each man 
betting that his card will not be the first one 
thrown from the pack by the dealer. It’s the 


quickest way to lose money I ever siw.”’ 

Five respectable colored men came in a body to 
seethe correspondent. They ssid they wanted to 
break up the places, if possible, and asked for 
edyice. They were advised to seek witnesses 
ageinst the proprietors of the places, and to pre- 
sent the whole matter to the next grand jury. This 
they said they would do. 

There are dens on Cotton avenue which are said 
to be fully as bad as those on Fourth street. A 
leading memberof the African Methodist church 
told the correspondent today that he was seeking 
evidence egainst the proprietors of the Cotton av- 
enue places, and that if he succeeded, he would 
present the rascais to the next graud jury. 

Without exception, the colored men that spoke 
to the correspondent on the subject, said tnat the 
infamous places were hot houses for breeding 
gy and a curse to the colored people of the 
city.

THE STORY OF THE MURDER,

porter of the Banner-Watchman he told the story 
of the murder, in substance, as follows: 


Heand Hardeman, the murdered man, lived 
very close to each other, and Whitehead, being a 
renter of Hardeman’s,they offcourse were together 
a great deal. He claims that Hardeman would 
object to everytbing he did and refused to allow 
him to put bis cow inthe pasture. He tried to 
killallof bis chickens for going into his wheat 
patcb, and would curse and abuse him 
every time they met, until his life 
was a burden to him. Whitehead "9 
that Hardeman cursed und abused his wile, sall- 
ing her some very bad names, andon one occa. 
sion, while they were quarreling, he started to 
epit in bis wife’s face, and made several motions 
asif he would doso, He raid that Hardeman 
nearly always carried a pistol, and threatened to 
use iton him. The morning of the killing White- 
head went to his patch to hoe cotton, and had 
not been there long before Harde- 
man’s wife came down the path, 
leading a mule, and Hardeman following benind 
with a plow stock en bisshonider. As soon ay 
Harceman saw Whitehead he commenced carsing 
and abusing him,and said some very bad things 
to hiswife. Whitehead picked up his gun and 
cocked both barreis, and told Hardeman he had 
stood this justas long as he could. Hardeman 
pulled open the bosom of his shirt and told him 
toshoot. Whitehead took him at his word, and 
fired both barrejs into his breast As 5000 as he 
shot he claims that Mrs. Hardeman told her hus- 
band tosbootbim. Hardeman did not say auy- 
thing, but walked off a few paces and fell.

made an attem pt to draw 
Whitehead claims that he was hounded down, 
and that the killing was in self defense, as he firm 
ly believes that Hardeman came with his pistol 
on purposeto raise the difficulty and kill him. 
He seems to regret the killing and will empioy 
the best counsel to defend him.

Rucker bas already been retained by Whitehead 
which insures hima strong defense, as Mr. Rack- 
er is rece gnized as one of the best criminal law-

GEORGIA FARMERS 


MRI UPON WHOSE STRONG ARMS 
THE STATE RELIBS. 


Scmerftbe Plough Kirgs of DeKalb County Noted 
~Phenometeal Farming end Unexpected Re- 
sulte—Gome of the Yeomen of Hall 
County—Condition of the Crops, 


Decatur, Ga., July 21.—[Special.|—Mr. Leroy 
Huogins, who lives some four miles from this 
place, in the neighborhood of Midway church, is 
noted for being one of the best farmers in the 
county, and he has three sons, Frank, Jeffrey and 
Fletcher, who are following right along in his foot- 
steps, and have demonstrated that they can come 
as pear making land yield to its:full capacity as 
any three young farmers in the state. They have 
been experimenting on cotton, wheat and oats, 
and for the benefit of your readers we give you the 
result of their efforts. 

Last year they planted one acre of black loam 
creek bottom in cotton and made 1,263 pounds 
lean lint cotton. 

The land was broke twice with long scooters on 
May 6th; rows laid off three and one-half feet 
wide; 400 pounds fertilizer sowed broadcast; then 
bedded and planted same day, using 200 pounds 
more fertilizer with the seed; the cotton chopped 
out May 22d, plowed with scooter and 18 inch 
scrape May 3lst; chopped to stand June 6th to one 
stalk in place 15 inches apart; plowed and hoed 
June 19th. On June29th plowed with a scooter 
and 18inch scrape very shallow and 235 pounds 
fertilizer applied, putting one-half on each side of 
row. On July 10th plowed lightly with scooter 
and 18 inch scrape and hoed, and hoed and plowed 
again July 21 wit scooter and scrape. 

This year the same acre of land was planted in 
oats,and toshow what effect the fertilizer used 
last year would have onthecrop this year no 
guano or fertilizerof any kind was used this 
season. The oats was sowed February 21, 1335. 
Bight and one-hali bushels Texas rustproof was 
sowed ontheacreand plowedin with an olive 
chill one-horse plow. The yield was 129 bashels 
and 26pounds. As an experiment, another acre 
was sowed in oats and fertilized 
this year. The land was sandy 
creek bottom and bad been in cultivation 
twelve years. It was broke up with one-horse 
turner on February 27th, and five hundred pounds 
fertilizer put on broadcast with breaking up, and 
nine bushels Texas rust proof oats sowed on the 
acre and plcwed in on same day and yielded one 
hundred bushels thirtyone and twenty-four 
pounds. 

One acre, fresh red land, which had been in eul- 
tivation four years, was sowed in wheat, Novem- 
ber 11, 1884. It was broke up twice with small 
scooter before sowing and two bushels red wheat 
sowed on the acre, and ploughed 
in with scooter, and harrowed af- 
terwarcs. Four hundred pounds fertilizer 
was sowed broadcast, when the wheat was put in, 
aid two hundred pounds on February 24th. The 
yield was 64 bushels and 57 pounds clean wheat. 

These brave young farmers are making other 
experiments this year, which we hope to give 
your readers in duetime. They are honest, sober 
industrious young men. They spend their even- 
ings at home, :eag the WEEKLY CONSTITUTION aud 
Southern Cultivator, ard onthe Sabbath day go 
to Sunday school and church. They deserve to be 
happy and prosperous.

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GOSSIP OF THE HOUSE. 


Notes Shout Some of the Mere Important 
Measures Introduced Yesterday. 

The special committee of nine to whom 
was referred the several bills on reformatory 
prisons made a report yesterday. recommend- 
ing the passage of a law that seemsto give 
general satisfaction. The bill provides that 
there shall be purchased a farm suitably lo- 
cated, with not lets tW@antwo hundred and 
fifty acres of land, nor morethan five hun: 
dred. The bill provides that the judges may 
send to the reformatory prison criminals 
under fifteen years of age who are not sen- 
tenced to death or to lifetime confinement. 
This makes the prison purely a juvenile re- 
formeatorr, 

Dr. Felton waz asked yesterday h 
garded the bill.. He replied: 

“Jt is entirely satisfactory to me. In fact I 
like it better than the original bill that I intro- 
duced. Its passage is unanimously recom- 
mended by the committee, and among those 
who join in this report are some 
of the gentlemen who opposed the bill when 
it wes upafew daysago.” ~~ 

‘‘When will the bill come up again?” 

“T cannotsay. The committee instructed 
me to ask that the bill be printed and it will 
then take its place on the calendar.” 

‘What approprietion will be necessary ?’’ 

“The cost of the buildings and land has 
been left blank, but itis the opinion of the 
committee that fifteen thousand dollars will 
be all that is necessary, and that after the 
first year the prison will be self sustaining. 
The new bil) has met with favor among all 
that I have heard discuss it.” 

BARRING SECOND HAND CLOTHES. 

Yesterday a smile went through the house 
when Mr. Brandt, of Richmond, introduced a 
bill to prevent the importation of second-hand 
clothing into the state of Georgia, it was not 
expected that the Georgia legislature had an 
idea of taking the second-hand clothing basi- 
ness by the nap o’ the neck in such a man- 
ner. 

“You may laugh atthat bill if yon want 
to,’ said Mr. Brandt, to a member, ‘‘but it is 
no laughing matter. here was never, per- 
haps, a more important bill introduced in this 
house. Do you know that egreat quantitics of 
second hand clothing is imported into this 
country from Europe? Itis gathered up in 
great quantities, much of it from hospitals and 
cther such places. A great deal of it is re. 
ceived at Charleston, and finds its way to Au- 
gusta andother Georgia cities and towns. 
Bavanneh and Augusta are 
both headquarters for this trade. I take it 
that Georgia does not want to be heir to all the 
cast-off clothing of Europe, especially when 
so many infectious diseases are prevalent.” 

Dr. Bond, of DeKalb, who was standing 
nesr, added: 

‘‘]t is an important bill and ought to pass.” 

THE M. & N. @. RAILROAD, 

Yesterday Mr. Boyd, of Lumpkin, intro- 
duced a resolution authorizing the governor 
and treasurer to compromise on an equitable 
basis the indebtedness of the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroed company to the state. 
The indebtedness grew out of the lease of con- 
victs. Thecompany had completed the road 
to Ellijay and the withdrawal of the con- 
victs caused a stoppage of the work. 
The contract by which the 
present company secured possession of the 
road provided that the road ehould be com- 
pleted to the state line. But the withdrawal 
of the convicts caused the work to stop, as has 
been stated. The main pointin this resolu- 
tion is that the indebtednos to the state shail 
be cencelled or compromised on condition that 
the company shall go immediately to work 
and complete the road to the state line. That 
the company ie ready to co at Its own expense 
as soon as the indebtedness is compromised. 

HANGINGS IN PRIVATE. 

Yesterdey Mr. Brantley introduced a bill 
providing that all executions of criminals con- 
demned to death should be in privateand that 
there should be present only the officers and 
guard end such ministers and friends as the 
condemned person should iuvite to be present. 
If the bill becomes a law it will work quite a 
revolution-in havgings over Georgia, as under 
the present law the judge has the discretion to 
make the execution either public or private.

‘ative proceedings of yesterday, Mr. Perry, 
of Randolph, has introduced a general bill to 
prohibit tne sale of intoxicating liquors out- 
side of incorporated towns and cities. A Con- 
STITUTION reporter met him and asked what 
would be the effect ofsuchalaw. Mr. Perry 
replied that The wholesome effects of such 2 
law could be seen by a moment’s reflection. 

‘Perbaps no one thing in Georgia,” he 
eaid, “has contributed more to debauch and 
demorelize the higher and better feelings of 
humenity than the indiscriminate and unre- 
ttricted sale of spirituous liquors and that par- 
treularly true inthe rural districts of the 
state. The proprictors of country dram sh ps 
as a rule sre small dealers, and -they usually 
buy cheap and inferior goods to sell or ex- 
change for country produce, and thus'by that 
sort of traftic habits ofidleness and dissipation 
are inculcated, petty thefts committed and not 
unfrequentiy whole communities of the more 
lntelligent and respectable classes are at the 
mercy ofthe ignorantand vicious. I know 
of igstances where innocent and unp-otected 
perrons bave been deliberately murdored 
upon the slightest pretext inflamed 
aud infuriated by drinking mean whisky at 
cross road groceries. Whisky ought not to be 
sold except under rigid police regulations. | 
know of a cofimunity where, on one occasion, 
the women and children were compelled to 
take refuge at night in the woods so hideous 
and threatening were the yells of a drunken 
mob that had imbibed too freely of ‘pop 
ekull’ at a country grog shop near by.” 

“Do you think your bill will pass.” 

“I certainly think it will. I don’t see how 
any one can refuge to vote for it, as it seeks to 
remove a great evil from the midst of the agri- 
cultural classes, who are the greatest sufferers 
from these dram shops. The bill does not go 
into effect until after the lst of January next 
and by that timea!]l licenses granted to sel! 
will expire.” 

‘“‘What has been the effect of local option in

COTTON MILLS IN FALL RIVER. 

Let the seuthern mills take comfort in 
their comparatively strong position. They 
are not so prosperous as they were, but there 
bas been no such depreciation in their re- 
spective,stocks as have occurred in the stocks 
of the Fall River corporations. Take the 
Davol mills, of Fall River, for example, the 
par value of whose stock is $100, and it is 

g todey for $35. The whole capital of 
the company, emounting to $400,000, has been 
once wiped out, selling down to $1 per share, 
and new cspital of $400,000 was paid in not 
mapy years ago. The mill paysno dividends 
end owes about $100,000. Itis not the dall- 
pees in the print-cloth interest which has 
caused the company to run behind, for its 
products sre sheetings and fancy cotton 
gocds. The stock of the Fiint mills has sold 
recently at 52)< cents on the dollar; the King 
Phillip mills at 70 cents. Shares of the 
Chace mills were recently sold at forced sale 
at auction at 28 cents, though 50 cents is 
atked for them, and they would probably 
bring tbat at private sale. The shares of the 
Metacomet manufacturing company are 55 
cents on the dojlar; the Narragansett mills 
at 70 cents; the Osborn mills at 85 cents; the 
Qurquechern, Isst sale at 13 to1l4, though 
they wouldn't bring that today. The shares 
of tbe Pocasset manufacturing company, 
with its capital of $1,161,000, are obtainable 
at 50 cents on the dollar, with no sales even 
atthat. The stock of the Segamore manu- 
facturing company, which soared so high 
after its reorganization afew years ago, is 
now downto 80. Thestock ef the Weetamoe 
mills would not bring more than 80 cents on 
the dollar. The shares of the Tecumseh 
mills are quoted at 70, the Seaconnet mills 
at 50, the Stefford at 85, the Slade at 50, the 
Shove at 80, the Richard Bordon, at 50, the 
Merchants manufacturing company at 90 to 
100, the Laurel Lake at 65 to 70, the Crescent 
mills at 65, the Canonicut at 40, the Montaup 
mills at about 5 cents on the dollar, the 
Barnard manufacturing company at 65 to 70, 
the Bourne mills at 75, the Border City man- 
ufacturing company at 92'¢. The ahares of 
the Annawan manofacturing company, 
whose par value is 500, would probably 
bring about 175 today, although they are 
closely held end no sale of them have been 
made for the last five years. The shares of 
the Barnaby manufacturing company, which 
produces ginghams, are at par, or a shade 
under. Of all the cotton mills in Fall River 
the only ones whose shares would certainly 
sell above par today are the American linen 
company, the Globe yarn mills, the Granite 
mills, the Troy cotton and woolen manufac- 
turing company, the Union manufacturing 
company, and the Wampanoag mills. The 
per value of the American linen cempany’s 
shares is $400, and the last sale was at $150. 
The Globe yarn mills make cotton yarns, and 
their sbares are worth $110 un a par value of 
$100. The par value of the stock of the Troy 
cotton and woolen manufactory is $500, and 
it has recently sold at $600. The par value 

ofthe shares of the Granite mills is $1,000, 
and there have been no sales for three or 
four years, though they would probably 
bring $1,800 to $2,000 today.

The Cleveland Iron 
Trade Review says the cost of making pig 
iron 30 per cent in phosphorus for steel pro- 
duction by the Clapp Griffith’s process is as 
follows: At Pittsburg, $1384; Wheeling, 
$15.06; Youngstown, $13.69; Cleveland, 
$13.37, and Chicago, $14.68, The Review 
proceeds to state that much cheaper iron will 
be made in Ohio when the Mahoning valley 
ores become available.

The remainder of 
the staff consists‘of a cheap clerk or 80, 
Tre heavy salary list, usua! at large furnaces, 
being almost eliminated from the expe .ses 
of the institution, the.cost per ton of the pro- 
duct is materially decreased‘ below,the figures 
of the above estimate, and itis generally be- 
lieved among the iron men of the locality 
that the output of this, particular furnace 
does not ccst its proprietors a penny over $° 
per ton.”’

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THE PENSIONS BURDEN. 

At the time of the passage of the arrears 

actin 1879, the annual pensions ._payments 
bad fallen to $28,000,000, and the effect of 
that act has been to carry the annual pay- 
ments on this account to $60,000,000, making 
the pension obligation a heavier annual bur- 
den than the public debt. Nor is it at all 
certain that the demagogues of the country 
will be content to let the pension expendi- 
tures rest on their present basis. Each time 
as we approach a presidential election the 
pressure for a wider, broader, deeper, freer 
road to the public treasury becomes more 
urgent, and no one can te!l when the door 
will be flung wide open, and every union sol- 
dier authorized to demand and receive a pen- 
sion. : 
The army; of applicanis,“have in fact, 
already formulated their demands. In the 
Obio republican platform upon whica Judge 
Foraker seeks to be elected governor of Ohio, 
is a distinct and unqualified demand that 
the limitations put upon the arrears act be 
removed. In other words, whoever applies 
for a pension shall bave one provided he was 
in the union army and has any disability at 
the present time, or will swear he has one 
which he believes is due to service in the 
army. Such a proposition would make the 
treasury a grab beg to all who were in the 
union armies, no matter how healthy and 
strong they have since been. It is estimated 
that this proposition, if carried out, would 
cost the people over $250,000,000, and make 
our annual pension psyments something 
enormous.

The Big and Little Oorporals. 
From the Detroit Free Press. 

Being, aslam,aman of no education—never 
baving been given a fair show in my younger days 
—the reader is asked to excuse my plain jlanguage 
and bad gram mar. 

You must know that I belonged to the Fifteenth 
Alabama infantry, and that we went to the front 
pretty early inthe war. We thus had our pick of 
good men. In my company the tiird 
corporal was a powerful big chap 
nemed Sam Chapin, who had been overseer on a 
plantation near Huntsville. He was not only big 
and powerful, but his nigger driving habits had 
made a selfish, overbearing and cruel man of him. 
He hadn’t been in the companya week before 
half the men were down on him forhis mean- 
ness. 

Big Sam also had his dislikes, but there was one 
man he hated in particular. I shouldn't havesaid 
man, for he was only a boy seventeen years old— 
slim, pale faced and as timid in look as a girl. Sam 
took a batred of this boy on sight, and he let no 
cecasion pass to nag him and render his 
hard lot still harder. Jimmie, as 
the boy was called, had no com- 
plaints to make. He was of a forgiving disposi- 
tion, and no matter what he felt or thought, we 
never heard him condemning anybody by word of 
mouth. Some of us would have killed Big Sam 
had we been in Jimmie’s place, but such a thing as 
striking back seemed never to have occurred to 
the boy. 

Well, one day when a part of our regiment was 
cut off from the brigade by a flank movement of 
the union troops, and our situation was desperate, 
our captain steps out and says: 

“Boys, I want tosend word to Colonel , 
Where’s the man who'll take it?’ ak 

He was looking right at Big Sam all the time, 
but that individual turned two shades whiter and 
hid himself in the rear ranks, muttering that 
nobody but a fool would try to push past 3,000 
yankee muskets with the message, The first thing 
we knew Jimmie had mounted a horse from which 
some Officer had been shot and was riding away. 
How he ever run that gauntlet with his lile was 
more than we could tell, but he did get through 
and down came enough of our furces to help us 
out of the box. 

There was new cause for Big Sam to hate Jim- 
mie. The boy had not only exhibited greater 
courage in the face of danger and right before us 
all, but he was promoted to be third corporal. 
This was a promotion right over the head of Big 
Sam, and he felt it to the ends of his fingers. He 
couldn’t neg tbe boy any more, and I have no 
doubt he swore a solemn oath to kill him at the 
first opportunity. Indeed he hinted as much, 
and became so ugly and abusive toall that some 
of us wanted to kill him. 

Well, in about six weeks we had another tussle 
with the yanks, Wegotintoithot and heavy, 
andas we were drivirg them forthe moment I 
found myselfalongside of Big Sam. We were dis 
puting fora rise of ground, and far in advance of 
us, carrying the flag which the color-bearer had 
dropped asa bullet had hit him, was Corporal 
Jimmie. Iwasfeeling proudto seehim there, 
when, as heaven ismy judge, I saw Big Sam raise 
bis musket, take delibernte aim at the boy, and 
next moment Corporal Jimmie went down. 

It was a huriyburly time, with grape and lead 
cutting all around us, and I let the incident pass 
for the time, determined, though, that Big Sam 
should pay the forfeit after the battle. 

We kept on and on, but as we rose the hiil we 
were checked. In five minutes more we were 
being driven, and that was howit came about 
that Corporal Jimmie, with his left arm 
broken by Big Sam’s bullet, found himself lying 
beside the ex overseer, who hada Yankee bullet 
in hisleg. There were plenty of other wounded, 
2nd some dead ones, too, but our two men lay 
almost side by side. Big Sam was groaning, 
cursing and whining like the coward he was, when 
a canteen was held within reach and a voice said: 

“Take it, comrade—a drink will ease your 
pain.’”’ 

‘“W-what! is it you?’’ exclaimed the overseer 
as be rose up on bis elbow and gazed at Jimmie. 

“Yes; both of us are down, but you are hit the 
worst. Can I help you?’ 

‘You help me?’’ 

“Of course,’’ 

It paralyzed Big Sam to meet with such words 
from the man he had tried to kill. Aftera time 
he groaned out: | 

“Say, Jimmie, you orter shoot me through the 
head!’’ 

‘*What for’’’ 

“Cause, I'm the man as fired that bullet into 
you!” 

‘Well, I don’t want revenge. I’m now abdle to 
crawl away, but I won't leave you.’’ 

The yanks were massing artillery to play on that 
rise of ground, and what does Corporal Jimmie do 
but get up in the face of all the sharpshooters and 
wounded and faint as he was, half drag, half car- 
ry Big Sera down into a sheltered ravine. More'a 
that, be binds up his wound, and makes him 
preity comfortable, and there we found ’em along 

towards night, when agrand charge finally gave 
us the ground. 

You remember, I had seen Big Sam draw a bead 
on the bor, but when I went to make a stir ever it 
Corporal Jimmie said: 

‘Please, don't! He has been punished enough. 
I think he will be a changed man,”’ 

And so he was. They took to each other like 
twin ducks, and were the fastest, firmest friends 
you eversaw. Big Sam dropped all mean ways, 
and within a year was orderly sergeant of the 
eee, while Corporal Jimmie was a lieuten- 
ant.

No Lawlessnessain Athens, and All Satisfied — 
With the Change. 

ATHENS, Ga., July 21.—[Special.]—It is now ten 
Cayssince the liquor saloons in «thens closed 
their doors, and, although we have gone through 
commencement, notone arrest has been made by 
the police. This is an unprecedented record, Our 
people seem: wel. satisfied with the cbhanze, and’ 
thus far the experiment works likeacharm. The 
barrooms bave all turmed their attention 
to the sale of non-intoxicating 
drinks and cigars, but their receipts 
are very small and will not pay for keeping opem 
doors. If there bave been any attempts at vio- 
lating the prohibition law, we have received 20 
intimation of the fact. The city officers are very 
vigilant and will use every effort to ferret out 

offenders. One house is under the ban of suspi- 
cion, but if they sell at all it is toa choses 
few, as no signs of the trafic are seen upoa 
the streets. There are plenty of jugs and bottles 
kept in private rooms, but these are fast ranning 
dry,and men who have heretofore taken their 
drink regularly are now doing without. Bat lit- . 
tle liquor is shipped to Athens by express. There. 
are two barrooms withing five miles of Athens 
that expect to do a fine trade, but thus far they 
have not received much patronage. Prohibition’ 
has no perceptible effect upon the trade of Athens, . 
either one way or the other. But the best signa 
is a dispersion of that band of negro loafers who 
lockaded Jackson street, being attracted bY 
whisky and billiards. They have either gone to 
work or sought other fields. Our liquor deslels 
are all hunting up other business. They will 
either move the remnants of their stocks to 
counties or engage in another avocation im Ath- 
ens. They accept the result like good citizens, 
and express a determination to obey the law.

BURIED ALIVE, 


& Negro. Sewer Digger Oaught Under the 
Falling Earth—fHe is Dug Ont. 

Jim Stellings, a colored laborer, was buried 
alive y@merday, and his grave wes the new 
sewer om Decatur street. 

Stallings ‘was working in that sewer with 
thirty or forty other hands when it caved in. 


The sewer is now being dug on Decatur 
street, between Collins and Calhoun, and at 
the point at which it caved in is fully twenty 
feet deep. About four o’clock in the afternoon 
the men were working hard, little thinking of 
the terrible danger they were in. Some were 
using the pick while others were 
throwing the dirt out. Stallings, who 
is a Jarge, stout darkey, was one of the front 
mén. He was wielding a pick, and every 
time the tool came down shovels full of earth 
weretorn loose, ~~ 

About 4 o’clock, while Stallings was bend- 
ing to his work, a wagon drove along the 
street. Just as the wagon reached a point 
near Stallings the driver pulled 
near the edge of the sewer to pass 
a wegon moving in the opposite direction. 
Hie wagon probably caused the earth forming 
the side of the sewer to give way and dirt be- 
gan to give away, at first slowly, but in a sec- 
ond or two faster and taster. Some one stand- 
ing near saw that the ground was giving away 
and by getiing to the workmen warned 
them of their danger.

No Investigation Has Yet Been Made—The

“J don’t know that there will be 
an new developments in the 
casesoon. The board may order ® further in- 
quiry, but the inquiry will be about all, as 
we can do nothing else just now. There is 
no law touching the case, and all I know to 
be done is to waituntil the grand jury meets 
in the fall, end then carry the case befure that 
body. I guess we have acquired eno iu- 
formation to show who did the work.” 

Mr. Ryan, the late chief, who has been 
somewhat affected in this matter, is taking the 
matter quictly. He says that he will be able 
to show himself clear of suspicion when the 
investigation comes. He does not want the 
investigation deferred, and insists upon af 
early, thorcugh and searching inquiry.

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THE ROSE BOYS PASS A QUIET DAY. 


Warrants to be Sworn Out Against Them— 
4 Letter From Paymaster Groser. 

The Rose boys are still the welcome and 
well treated guests of the city. 

They both passed the day yesterday quietly. 
They are still the sensation of the towa, 
and fully fifteen hundred people have 
called at the city rison and 
asked to see them, but nineteen twentieths of 
these applications have been denied. 

The detectives are stili working the case, 
bunting here and there and everywhere for evi- 
dence {that will secure the conviction ot ths 
prisoners. These detectives are of course 
wedded to the idea that the Rese boys are 

uiliy and consequently are not searching 
cr evidence that will release the prisoners. 

Now that the suspected parties hav2 been 
arrested, the next step will be a disposition of 
the case. Today warrants charging them 
with robbery, assault with intent to murder 
ard larceny will be sworn out by the railroad 
oflicials. This step has become necessary, a3 
the friends of the prisoners are now negotia. 
ting with prominent attorneys, who will try 
the virtue of a habeas cor- 
pus writ probably tomorrow. The 
charge of robbery will be based upon the fa+t 
that the men actually had the money in their 
possesion while they were pulling the train 
away. ‘he charge of assault with intent to 
murder will have its origin in the shots fired 
at Paymester Groser, and the charge of lar- 
cepy will be based upon the stealing of the 
engine. After the warrants will come a 
preliminary trial if the habeas corpus 
writ does not result in the release the priso- 
ners. Atthe preliminary trial the prosecu- 
tion wiilshow afull hand and will present 
what evidence has been accumulated. 

Yesterday Dr. VanGoidtsnovan examined 
and dressed George Rose’s wound. Subse- 
quently to the operation the doctor was asked 
whether or not the wound was 
inflicted by Rose himself or whether 
it was made by some one else, The 
doctor, however, declined to answer the 
question, staying that the railroad company 
might reveal any information that it wanted 
the public to know. It is understood, how. 
ever, that Dr. Van Goidtsnovan has said that 
the wound was not inflicted by George Rose. 
One of the bullets which was fired at Mr. 
Groser has been picked out of the side of the 
car where it lodged and is now in 
the hands ot the detectives. That bullet, 
though bettered and crushed,corresponds with 
the calibre of one ot Charley Rose’s pistols.

Persons passing along Marietta street about 
2 o'clock yesterday could not fail to notice 
groups of men standing and conversing in 
front of Kenny & Werner’s saloon. They 
seemed in the best possible humor and were 
evidently discussing subjects in which 
were deeply interested. 

They were veterans of the famous Seventh 
Georgia regiment, who had come 
to’ the first reunion of the 
regiment since the war. They began to assem- 
ble about noon and there were many

as the old heroes cameup. Some of them met 
for the first time since they laid down 
their muskets at Greensboro with 
Johnston or straggled home from 
Longstreet’s command when the last glimmer 
of hope had left the lost cause. They met 
each other warmly, and for a day were old 
comrades age a few members of the 
regiment in Atlanta, Dr. Sam Hape and . 
tain a ae Maddox = he “the 
first, determined rn few weeks 
#g0 to orgenize # survivors’ association, and 
issued a call for the survivors of the regiment 
to meet in Atlanta yesterday. It was a fitting 
day fersuch a meeting. It was the twenty- 
first anniversary of the battle of Manas- 
a8, in which the Seventh Georgia won 
unfading renown, aud suffered as no other 
regiment in the confederate army did. The 
regiment was one of the first to organize and 
to goto the frent. It took two companies 
from Atlanta, the Davis Infantry, under Cap- 
tain Beliard, and the Fulton Guards, under 
Captain G. J. Foreacre. The other companies 
went from Cobb, DeKalb, Paulding 
and Coweta counties. General L. J. Gartrell 
was the first colonel. On the death of Francis 
Bartow he was promoted to brigadier general’s 
rank, and the commend of the regiment de- 
volved upon Colonel W. T. Wilson, who led

the gallant Seventh until he fell 
upon the field ot the Becond 
Manessss. Colonel George H. Carmical, 


now sheriff of Coweta county, then succeeded 
to the command, and held it to the end of the 
war. This was one of the 
MOST FAMOUS REGIMENTS 

Inthe contederate service, and has figured 
conpicuously in the literature of the war, e3- 
pecially in the many stories that have been 
written #deut the first battle of Manassas. 

At half past 2 o’clock the veterans who had 
metinresponte tothe call, about forty in 
number, were invited into the saloon for a 
business meeting to perfect the organization 


of a survivors association. They 
ext around ai table in free and 
| easy soldier fashion. Most of them 


were men considerably past the meridian of 
life, but a franker, merrier set of men could 
not be found. There was something of the 
ring of the camp in their tones and the affec- 
tionate pride with which they alluded to their 
old regiment was as fresh as if they had just 
been through a campaign. 

General Gartrell was called to the chair and 
& committee on permanent organization was 
appointed. The commitiee retired, and in a 
few moments returned and nominated the fol- 
lowing as ollicers of the Survivors’ association 
of the Seventh Georgia regiment for the ensu- 
ing year: President, General L. J. Gartrell;

Andrew Owens, of Roswell, who was at the 
reunion, distinguished himself by his gallant- 
ry in the charge on Sherman’s battery at Ma- 
nassas. He caught in his arms General Gar- 
trell’s oldeet son, a mere boy, who fell fatally 
wounded in that charge. 

Charlie Maddox was shot in the first fight.

A veteran said yesterday: “There was no 
regiment that suffered like ours at Manassas. 
We carried in nine hundred as good men as 
ever faced a gun.

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GEORGIA TEACHERS 


MBEBT IN ATLANTA TO DISCUSS 
METHODS OF INSTRUCTION, 


The Assembling of the Georgia Teachers’ Associa- 
tiop- Address of Welcomeand the Response— 
Dr. Battles’ address—The Papers at the 
Afternoon Session, Bte,, Bte. 

Yesterday morning at 10 o’clock the annual 
meeting of the Georgia Teachers’ association 
convened in Browning hall, the Girls’ high 
school building. The attendance was not se 
large 28 usual, ewing to the fact that many 
teachers who would otherwise have attended 
intend to come to Atlanta next week to join 
the State Normal school which will be organ- 
ized for a four week’s session. 

Still there was a very good attendance, 
beth of local and visiting teachers, 
and the first day’s session passed 
cif very pleasantly. A large attendance is 
expected today, 


The meeting yesterday was called to order 
by Prof. W. J, McKennie, president of the 
aesociation. After. prayer, the president in- 
troduced Mr. E. W. Martin, of the Atlanta 
bar, who delivered an address of welcome in 
the most appropriate style. 

In response to Mr. Martin’s well timed re- 
merks, Mr. W, P. Hill, of Long Cane,thanked 
him for his kindly expressions of welcome. 
Mr. Hill’s address, though brief, was a gem of 
thought and expression. Mr. Hill is a nephew 
of the late Senator B. H, Hill, and is a young 
man of fine ability.: 

President McKennie delivered an address 
setting forth in a forcible manner the work 
that lay before the convention and referring 
to the high vocation and responsibilities of 
teachers. 

The first paper on the programme was one 
from Dr. Battle, president of Mercer univer- 
sity, on “The education of the senses 
is # factor in education.”” Dr. Battle, in his 
usual eloquent style, set forth the necessity 
for cultivating the senses. When the senses 
sre well educated much has been gained. 
Aiter showing how great an aid 
this culture is he marked the 
limits of its usefulness, and said that it was 
only one part of the broad and general cul- 
ture which made up man’s true educatien. 
Men who rely too much on the evidence of 
the senses, and devote themselves exclusiv2l 
to the exact sciences, become skepti- 
cal and cling too blindly to 
the inductive methods of reasoning. The 
extreme culture of the senses will repress the 
powers of the imagination and narrow the 


scope of man’s possible power. Dr. Battle 
illustrated his position finely and clothed 
his thoughts in chaste and beau- 


tiful Janguage. The thoughts suggested 
by the paper were open for discussion. Brief 
remarks upon these and kindred thoughts 
were made by Prot. E.G. Moore of Atlanta, 
Prot. 8. C. Caldwell of Rome, Prof. Brinkley of 
Quitman, and the president. 

Mr. W. T. Revill, editor of the Meriwether 
Vindicator, was expected to read a 
paper on “Morel Culture a Coadjutor 
of Mental Culcure,” but was prevented trom 
being present by sickness in his family. 

The theme was reserved for the afternoon 
session. 

The president appointed as a committee on 
wee! W.R. Thigpen, of Savannah; 
8. G. Brinkley, of Quitman; and Miss Bunnie 
Love, of Atlante. 

The association then adjourned to three 
o’clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The convention was called to order at 3:50 
by the president, W. J. McKamie. He an- 
nounced that Colonel W.T. Revill, of Green- 
ville, who bad promised to be present and 
favor the eoenvention with a paper entitled 
“Mors! Culture a Coadiutor to Mental Cult- 
ure,’’ was detained at home on account of 
sickness in his temily. He then suggested 
that the subject might be taken ap aad dis- 
cussed by avy of the teachers present who de 
sired to beheard uponthait*eme. There was 
no response and, on motic , the subject was 
paesed over. 

Professor John Neely, of augusta, then read 
an edmirable peper envtitied, ‘*Do our peopie 
jeel the reed of more intelligent teaching.’’ 
The production was attentively listened to, 
sxd when |’rofessor Neely had concluded the 
thanks of the convention were tendered him. 

Rev. C. B. LaHatte, of Gainesville, then 
read a most interesting paper, the subject of 
which was “School houses, furniture, etc., as 
factors in education.’’ He handled his sub- 
ject in fine style and brought out all the lead- 
ing features of his subject. The thanks ofthe 
association were returned to Professor LaHatte 
for his paper. 

The remainder of the afternoon session was 
devoted to the hearing of a paper by Prof. V. 
FE. Orr, of Forsyth, entitled “Can the state 
efficiently educate in the absence of normal 
schools?”’ Prof. Orr in reading his paper gave 
ample evidence of the fact that he had studied 
his eubject thoroughly, and when he had con- 
cluded received many congratulations upon 
the successful manner in which he handled 
his theme. 

The convention then adjourned until this 
morning at 9:50.
